j Unqueslionihly the stringency of the 
times has occasioned the present crisis. 
Laige numbers of laborers have been dis- 
charged during the past summer because 
tbe manufacturers Lave been compelled to 
j take io sail. The wages of those remain- 
j ii.'g in employ meut must support those 
I who are idle. Those wbo would like to 
j emigrate have no longer money enough to 
pay their passage out of England. And 
j much of the capital which might be so em- 
ployed as to give them a paitial respite 
finds more profitable use in American and 
fereign investments. 

I It is worthy of consideration to wbat 
I extent the present high taxation in this 
i country can be carried without eventuat- 
ing in the same condition. Already the 
- |>oorer classes find it nearly impossible to 
I live epon their scanty earnings. The 
I heavy tariff upon foreign manufactures 
j renders it difficult for the laborer to clothe 
\ h mself decently. The ease with which 
the yioor man carved out his own fortunes 
and elevated himself into a king of the 
Soil, a land owner, and an independent 
sovereign, is already matter of tradition 
rather than of living fact And although 
the vast extent of our unoccupied terri- 
tory is yet regarded as the poor man's 
Leritege, it is becoming fast almost as far 
Ix yond the reach of the laborers of our 
f Eastern cities as of the laborers of Exe- 
ter and Axminster. Before it is too iate 
our legislators must look to it that through 
CO fault ot theirs shall the next generation 
witness bread riots in New York and 
Boston. 

The fourteenth amendment, which Mr, 
Stevens quotes, has nothing whatever lo 
do, directly or indirectly, with the Suffrage 
que.ition. It relates wholly to the ques- 
tion ol Civil Rights. Its sole and ex'.-lu- 
aive object was, to teeure an abtulute 
euvnlitu of ciril rij/ItU lu all peofjle in ike 
I Htird atatet, without dUtinetion of rase 
cr rolor. A previous attempt had been 
made to do this by law: — but the constitu- 
tionality of such a law was denied in some 
quarters and doubted in others; — and to 
put this matter beyond doubt this amend- 
ment was introduced, pressed, and passed 
through Congress and ratified by the 
requisite number of Statea Noboly in 
Congress pretended that it had anything 
» hatever to^to do with the Suffrage ques- 
tion. — X. y. Timet. 

This last statement, in the sense in 
which it is evidently intended, is true, 
that which IS stated applying, as we 
ahowed the other day, to Mr. Stevens him- 
selt who in the debate on the amend- 
ment, instead of claiming that tlie amend- 
ment took away from the .States the right 
to fix the elective franchise, said: “I hold 
that these States have the right, and al- 
way.v have had it, to fix the elective fran- 
chise within their own States, and 1 hold 
this does not take it from them." So fur 
the 1 imes is right, though its statement 
is not literally correct, nobody in Con- 
gress Laving denied that the amendment 
required the States to enfranchise the ne- 
gro under penalty of a diminution of their 
representative power, which, we take it, 
is Laving at least something “to do with 
the suffrage question.' This, however, 
the Times itself evidently does not intend 
to deny. 

But what does the Times moan by say- 
ing that the amendment was “ratified by 
the requisite number of .''tales''? Does it 
agree with Mr. Stevens ibut in amending 
the Constitution the .Southern States are 
not to be taken into the account, because 
they are not in the Union? Or is it igno- 
rant of the fact that three-fourths of the 
several States have not ratified the amend- 
ment? It must stand in the one predica- 
ment or the other. Neither is crediUible.

1- i l.isjw CITIZENS. Permit me to return 
you iny sii.cere thanks lor the honor which 
you have conferred upon me in selecting 
cic to preside over lliis meeting, for il is 
no mere expression of words to say that 
presiding over such men as 1 sec assem- 
bled before me is an honor of which any 
gentleman might feel justly proud. 

Fellow -citizens, we have assembled here 
this evening for the purpose of consider- 
ing some of the questions which are in- 
volved in this present political contest 
between ourselves and our opponeats — 
btlween the Democratic on one hand and 
the radical Republican party on the other. 
We have met together lor the purpose of 
consideting the questions upon which de- 
pend not only the perpetuity of the Union 
it.-elf, hut the preservation of c-oiistilu- 
lionul liberty itself within this Union. 
^.Vpplause ] And il becomes us ns intel- 
ligent citizens to consider well these sub- 
jects before we give effect to our opinion 
by the votes which we shall give when we 
come to the ballot box for thut purpose. 

'1 but you will do this; that you will ar- 
rive at a correct aud accurate judgment 
upon these great questions 1 have no 
doubt whatever. 

But 1 will not detain you, fellow-citi- 
zens, from that richer feast to which you 
have been invited [Great applause.] 

Felh/w-citizens. 1 have the honor to in- 
troduce to you, this evening, one of the 
most patriotic statesmen of America, a 
gr iitleman who Las come to us from the 
Mate of Ohio, at the request of the Dem- 
ocratic friends in this State and this city, 
for the purpose of addressing us upon the 
political issues of the day. I have the 
b' nor to introduce to you 'the Hon. Geo. 
II. I’endleton, of Ohio. [Great and con- 
tinued applause] 

At the conclusion of Mr. Palmer’s re- 
marks Mr. IVndlutoii ruse to his feet, 
w! en the audience broke ino the wllde.st 
chei-rii g and jelling, which swelled, sub- 
sided, and continued for several minutes. 
As he commenced Lis speech his voice 
was drowned by approaching bands of 
music, and in an instant after the Second, 

xth, and Ninth Ward Democratic Clubs 
marched into the hall, through an open- 
ing somehow effected for the purpose, 
when the enthusiasm of the assembly 
Egain became irrepressible, and required 
some minutes to vent its exuberance.

the peo|de. The Constitution defined the 
terms of union. It breathed into the Fed- 
eral Government the breath of life. It 
prrst riled the powers which shall be used 
and the manner of their exercise If we 
seek the power of the Federal Govern- 
ment, we must look to the power delegated 
by the Constitution. If we seek the power 
ol the Slates, we must remem'oer that all 
powi r not delegated nor prohibited is re- 
served. There is no inherent power, 'no 
power arising from neccs.sity, no “power 
of a conqueror in the Federal Govern- 
ment. unless it is delegated by the Consti- 
tution, lor “all power not delegated is re- 
served." 

I will contest with no man about the 
name which this system should hare. If 
he recognize these lundamcutal laws of 
its existence he may call it by whatever 
name he pleases. But if by giving it a 
name he seeks to change its form, if by 
appeals to our partisan spirit, or love of 
splendor, or lust for power, or even our 
calm coiivietious of what would be right, 
he seeks to give the General Government 
other powers than those delegated in the 
Constitution, then he is an enemy of our 
form of government, and designs its over- 
throw. [A|>plause.] 

How tain are theories and speculations! 
The Constitution, ‘'so plain that the way- 
faring man, though a tool, need not err 
therein — settles them all. How vain the 
inquiry whether, umier the light of passing 
tveiits or even of history contemperaiieous 
with its formation, tlie Constitution might 
be made to bear a diff'ereut iiiterprctalion 
from that which time has given to it. The 
practical question is, has it pro~en a good 
Conititulioii and form of government for 
you’/ Have you prospered utid< r its ad- 
I ministraticn’/ Haveyoii been aprosp -rous, 
free, and happy people ’/ Has this system, 
hy which all the iuterests of your daily 
life, all the protection of your inalieuublc 
rights, all the management of your State 
nffaiia have been confl’ded toyour own care 
without interference from the Feleral 
Government, worked well in your case / 
Has it not worked well in the case of every 
other State? Has it not left toyou u liber- 
ty which you knew how to enjiiy? Has it 
not imposed and inforced the obligations 
necessary to its existence? The Federal 
sj stem, jaslly administered, is the strong- 
e.'t for aefense, the weakest lor aggression. 
Its head posses.ses energy and decision and 
power, its parts enjoy liberty. [Great ap- 
plause] 

Why then call it a weak system? Why 
seek bj- gradual aggres.-ioiis uixjn the 
Stales to change it? Why hope to 
strengthen the edifice hy drawing from 
the strength of the pillars which support 
it? Is it not true — 1 appeal to every can- 
tid mnu who hears me — is it not true that 
every evil of government which you have 
ever experienced arises from “e.xcessive 
sduiinistratioii,’’ to use the language of 
the Ma.‘'fueliuseUs Cuuveutiun, and not 
from a vicious system? Is it not true 
tbat every drawback on your unparalleled 
growth has arisen from perversions f our 
sjsteni? The passion for consolidation 
is at the bottom of all troubles of the 
country ibis day. Lot me illustrate, and 
bear with me while 1 enter somew'uat into 
details. They may weary you, but they 
are full of instruction.

A Republican 
member of Congress — and 1 quote from 
Republican authority, my friends — a Re- 
publii an member of Congre.ss had occa- 
sion to iiivcetigule that subject, and his 
report is published in the Congressional 
Globe. He details some of the circum- 
stunces of this war. He tells us how the 
money was expended. He tells us how 
the death of each Indian cost the people of 
the United Slates $2,(ft>0,00t>. [Laughter 
aud cheers ] He tells us ot an e.xpe jitlon 
of a certain valiant colonel from his own 
.''fate, 1 believe, who was burning with 
military ardor. He enlisted a thousand 
men. He obtained from the Govenimeut 
of the United States a thousand horses. 
He obtained excellent and abundant arms. 
He loaded his ample train with commissa- 
ry stores, which cost the government •$•>,- 
OOO.UCO. He went upon his expedition; he 
reiuined; he made his report. He report- 
ed that he had lost all of his horses; that 
Me Lad lost all his wagons; that he bad 
expended all his ammunition; that he had 
eaten up alt his provision.s, and that he 
had killed one Indian. [Uproarious 
laughter and cheers.] 

Well, there was a rider who was em- 
ployed hy the Overland Express Co'upany, 
whose soul was also tired with martial ar- 
dor, and when he came into the settle- 
ments he reported that this Colonel lied — 
under a mistake, 1 suppose — for he him- 
self Lad killed that one ludian. [R-newe 1 
laughter.] But the war between that e.x- 
jiress rider and the valiant Colonel waxed 
waiui until some hunters in the neig'ulior- 
hood came to bear of it, and brought the 
coiittst to an untimely end hy declaring 
that they knew tlie Indian to he still alive. 
[Boitttrous laughter and cheers.] 

Tlie Sjii-cial Commi.ssioner ol Internal 
Revenue, who made his report to the Sec- 
lelnry cf the Tn asury in December last, 
declared that in the year I'oti the p^ojile 
of the United States h.id consaiiied lO.iw >,- 
(.00 gallons of distilled spirits. I have 
not a doubt that we had consumed 100,- 
t OO.OUO gallons of distilled spirits. Ba* I 
state it us the commissioner's report states 
it. You know the tax on these distilled 
spirits wins $2 a gallon, and that the 
amount of revenue which the Government 
obtained ought therefore to have been 
i - O.OOO.OW. But he tells you iu fact that 
the amount which the Government re- 
ft ived from ih.xt source amounted to $2'.*,- 
CtO.OOO I'lily, although the people had 
paid tlie whole amount. He tells you that 
iu I'llO, when the tax upon distilled s{ilrits 
was $2 a gallon, the Government received 
a trifle less in the aggregate than in IStil, 
when the tax upon distilled spirits was 
only 2U to l’>0 cents a guliou. 

He tells you that in one seeiion of the 
country — a very small section — the loss 
which the Goveriim. iit sustained hy the 
collection of revenue upfin tobacco alone 
was more than $S, O')!), 01)0, and yet we 
know thut the Treasury Department em- 
ploys more than 20,0nil men for tiie pur- 
pose of administering the revenue laws. 

Militttiy government and the freeJraen's 
bureau have been established all over the 
South. They cost the people of the coun- 
try, hy appropriaiions and in other ways, 
$200,000,01)0. Aud what have they done’/ 
'1 hey have subverted civil governments in 
titi States in the Union. They hold tlie 
life, Btid iibtriy, and properly of the peo- 
|de of those Si.ates in the mailed hand of 
military power. They have subverted the 
social system; they have subverted the La- 
bor system; they have destroyed the sup- 
ply ol labor; tliey have turned eight huu- 
drt <1 thousand blacks from the pursuit of 
agiiculture and industry to the pursuit of 
polities [filters]: ilicy h.ive turned gar- 
dens into deserts [cheer.i]; they have. '.ly 
uiijusl aud arbitrary acts, anil by still 
worse ihreai.s, disturbed the repose of the 
people of that country until every incen- 
tive to honest industry is taken away: they 
have utterly destroyed the ability of this 
people to pay ibeir legitimate share of the 
taxation of the country. The taxation 
[laid by the city of Cincinnati, under the 
iMernal reveime la.v, today is equal to 
that paid ly any eight of the ten States 
of the .'''outh. [Cheers.] 

They have done more. Th^y have 
treatfd the Constitution of the United 
States with derision and contempt. They 
have de.<-troyed all reverence for it. 'J'uey 
have vicluled or amcndel it as the whim 
of the moment suggest' d. ThadJeus S:e- 
vt-ns to day .says, aud says hoastingly, thst 
the action of the Congress of the United 
States, with reference to the people of the 
S(;Uth, is outside of the Constitution: and 
when Mr. Sheruiun, of Ohio, t'eelily at 
tiinpts — aud it is a feeble attempt — to jus- 
I t:ly that action by any provision of the 
Col .•rtiiution, .^!r. Stevens at once retorts 
uium him, and retorts with justice, that 
1 Ihe ittempt is the worst copperheadism he 
t vi r saw; that any atteinpi to reconcile 
the action of Congress with the prorisiotis 
of the Constitution of the United States 
“is legislation without authority and res- 
toration by usurpation." [Appl.iuse ] 

And. going further, their party have ut- 
terly destroyed the Uuioii; they have 
ejected ten States from it. What th* or- 
dirai.-ces of secession could not do — what 
the arms of the CoufeJerates could not ac- 
complish — Congress, by its unjust an ! nn- 
cousiilutional action, has cfl’cctuaPy done. 

'1 he blood of the soldier has been spilled 
in vain. [Loud cheering.] The agony of 
the yeople has been all for naught; the 
fruits of victory iu b.itlle have turned lo 
a.«hc8 on our lips. The 'war was for the 
preservation of the Union, for themiin- 
t< nance of the federal authority, and the 
maintenance, at the same time, of the 
rights, powers, and equality of all the 
States. Thut object was accomplished 
wl.en Johnston surrendered to Sherman; 
that objeit was accomplished when the 
la.-t act cf the war was over; and yet, 
sii.ee then, a new and more dangerous en- 
t my has arisen up at home in the very 
htart of our government, which fias, in 
I’m I, d( Elroy ed Ibe Union and subverted 
tf.e CouKliuiiion. [Cl,eer.s ] 

Aid all tills ruiti is wrought; all this 
acciimuln'ion of fidly and corruption and 
wrong is hcapeil up in order that the Re- 
publitan party may consolidate the Gi>v- 
ernmnil: iiiay substitute for its checks 
aud balances the uu'jridleJ will of an irre- 
rp'insib'e majority; may organize it so 
tt'iit il shall fed tlie lea-t inipiiUe of pop-

and thus perpetuate the power of the Re-

And that is what they claim the right to i 
do when they answer their question, “Are ’ 
we a nation’/ ” j 

Their ultimate object, niy friends, is not 
that which lies upon the surface. On the 
surface you can see their designs. They . 
see that power is passing away from them 
in the North. They see that Stale after 
State is being lost to the influence which 
they exerted over it They intend to make 
uji for the losses in the North by gaining 
negro Stales in the South, an'l they think 
that if they do they will be able to 
perpetuate high tarill’.s, hundred per cent, 
dividends, untaxej bonds, tlie harvest of 
capital, and the heyday of New England 
Puritanism, [.\pplause.] They tried the 
white race; they were not successful. 
They turned to tlie black race. They see 
that Ihe labor in the large cities is discon- 
tented. The laborers are many, b it the 
work is scarce. They see lliat the agri- 
cultural interot of the great Northwest 
groans under the oppressive burdens lai'l 
upon it for the benefit of F.a.stern capital, 
[ztppluiisc.] They see that the people in 
this part of tlie country are beginning to 
believe the .sumptuary laws are the dic- 
tates of fanaticism. They soothe the dis- 
content of ail these interests hy ajipe ils 
to their philanthropy, iiri'I prepare fir 
events which are to come by securing suf- 
frage to the negro and the negro to lliem- 
stlves. [Applause.] 

Their ultimate object is not the entoy- 
ment of the honors or emoluments of office; 
not the gratification of a vulgar greed for 
gain or a vain love of power. They have 
the true spirit of radical reformers. Tney 
have at once the cuutiou.s, wary prudence 
of worldly wisdom, aud the lierce zeal of 
fanatical proselytism. They have the per- j 
sistenceof the martyr and the intolerance 
of the bigot. New England Buritiinism 
supplies their spirit, and seeks power in 
order that, through the formsjof a govern- 
ment thus perverted, it may enforce the 
theories of its philosophy. It pushes the 
functions of government into the domain 
of morals, and setting up an arbitrary 
standard of right in all ibings which per- 
tain to thought or habit, it seeks to coerce 
complete conformity. It invades the lib- 
erty ot the individual that it may establish 
the moral extellence of the community. 
Its full development may be seen ia Mas- 
sachuietts. .Sunday laws and liquor laws 
express iu Nut satisfied with maintaining 
the peace and suppressing riots, it com- 
yels the citizens to a breach of the law or 
to a hypocritical sanctimoniousness. Not 
satisfied with repressing public drunken- 
ness, il imposes penalties on moderate 
and harmless indulgence. It is the same 
spirit which in olden times forbade the 
bating of bears, not so much because it 
gave jiain to the bear, ns because it gave 
pleasure to the spectators. What kind of 
government, men of Wisconsin, would tbat 
be which would suhjectyour interests, your 
tai-teg, your customs, your religion, your 
local law to the convictions of the radicals 
of New Flngland. They believe devoutly 
tbat the earth belongs to the saints of the 
Lord, and that they are the saints. They 
have the most perfect faith in the convic- 
tions of Boston. Their zeal is not temper- 
ed hy moderation. If it were clothed with 
the power of “the nation" it would pro- 
hibit your gardens, destroy your breweries, 
break" up your vineyards, andcompel you 
to spend your Sundays at home. And this 
they call in glowing terms the fulfilment 
of the great ilnty of "the nation" of secur- 
ieg entire equality before the law to all its 
citizens. lt.s spirit is manifested iu the 
bill of Mr. Sumner to enforce negro suf- 
frage on the States. Connecticut last 
split g declared that negroes should not 
vote. Ohio within a month bus made the 
same decinration by sixty thousand ma- 
jority. Mr. Sumner proposes by act of 
Congress — by the power of the nation — to 
inforce negro suffrage in both Slates. 

The ir.rntiahlc desire to govern you and 
us and all the country, and make it con- 
foim in all things to their whims or con- 
victions, is the motive of this cry which 
rises with such ominous uniformity, and 
is so elaborately answered, “Are we a na- 
tion’.'" [Applause.] 

The financial system is to be made lo 
bear an important part in the proce.ss of 
consolidation. A national debt, iu the 
language of those who maintain the king- 
j ly governments of Europe, is a blessing. 

I 1 say it is a National cur.-te. It is the nat- 
ural ally of a despotic and consolidated 
I government. It is the natural enemy of 
j change and progress and liberty. It 
I loves despotism. It lives by the coercion 
I ot the many who labor to pay of their 
earnings to the few wbo do not labor. L i- 
bor soon becomes restive and discontent- 
ed, and power becomes necessary to in- 
I'l rce prompt and regular payments, and 
thus the public creditors clamor for power 
in the Government and arc ready to aid 
in its execntioii; and thus a public debt 
Rttacbes the creditors to the Government 
and chains the tax payers lo the credit- 
ors. Do we not hear, ray friends, that the 
public debt ought not to be piaid too soon; 
that its payment ought to be postponed 
ns long ns possible; that the bonds oul- 
Etanding should be renewed as they fall 
due; that, as future generations will de- 
live benefit from the deeds for which the 
' debt was created, they should bear the 
j hurdeii of the debt? Gei.tlemen, I do not 
believe any such doctrine. I do not be- 
lieve it possible for the people of the 
United States, under the Government 
which we Lave, to collect a revenue of 
I $.'»r.l,C0ff,0(i0 for any great length of time, 

I and yet preserve the honesty, purity, an'J 
] integrity which are essential to that form 
of government. [Cheers ] 

I The public debt of the United States, as 
1 stated to you befnre, amounts to $J,000,- 
! (!( 0,00t). $2,200,000,000 or more is iu 

: a liquidated form, and bears interest, 
$c0(t,000,000 more are in green'oacks aud 
unliquidated claims, aud bears uointerest. 
d’his is an enormous amount, and yet, gen- 
tlemen, I believe, and I think the Demo- 
cratic party believes, tbat it shouM be 
paid, every dollar of il, principal and in- 
terest, at the time it comes due, exactly in 
accordance with the terras of the contract 
under which the loans were made. [Loud 
a J plause ] 

A part of that debt is payable in gold 
and a part of it iu legal teuder notes, i'ne 
faith of the country reijuires that the one 
one should be paid iu g'dd, and the inter- 
est cf the countiy requires that the other 
should he paid in legalteuder. [Cheer,a.] 
I’nor to the year l'S|i2, the laws of the 
United States provided that g'llJ and sil- 
ver coin should be legal tender in payment 
of every debt. Every debt which was 
conlracttd before thut time, whether it was 
upon a contract for money, or a bond, or 
a note, was payable in coin, whether it was 
expressed upon the face of the contract 
or not. 

'In February, lsi>2. the Congress of the 
United States passed what was called a 
kgal-ter.der act. It pirovided that one 
hundred and fifty millions of dollars 
should he issued in pajier, under the 
stamp of the I'nited States, and that these 
pBiier dollars should be received as “liw- 
lui money ' — I quote the language of the 
act — as ‘ lEwful money, and as a legal ten- 
der in the discharge of all debts, public 
and private, except only duties upon im- 
I'Orlt arid interest upon the public debt. " 
Mark the language of the act, “lawful 
iiioney. ■ That is the first legal-tender 
act. It provided for the emission of a 
hundred and fifty millions of dollars iu 
j'sper money. 

F.rery contract that was made after 
that time for the piayment of money, 
whether it was ms'le !iy ordinary contract, 
cr note, nr bond, 'oy whomsoever made, 
was made upon the faith of the law and 
was payable in these legal-tender notes, 
and not in coin, unless the maker chose 
so to dischatge it 

The Government cf the Uuite'l Slates 
has j-aid in coin every bond that was 
i.«fUf il before the|passnge of that law and 
which has matured since its passage; and 
the Government cf the I nited States 
since that time, hy an act of Congress, 
has pri vided for the issuing of other 
bonds, which, notwithstanding the legal- 
trnder act, are lo hear upou their face an 
express pruiiiise that the priueipal shall 
1 e J aid in gold. These are ten-forties. 

1 ht-y are payable in gold, principal and 
interest; and 1 maintain, my f’ellow-citi-

The mor- 
tuary records of Chicago for 18G7 show a 
death rate less by 28 per cent than 
that of 1866. Chicago had better health i n ' 
1867 than has been known there (or 32 1 

years, and these great gains are justly due ] 
to the faithful, energetic, and intelligent , 
labors of the Hoard of Health. ' 

The city of Hoston has a large busines.s 
population during the d.vy, but a very 
small population that sleep withiu the city. 
The appropriation by that city for sanitary 
purposes for 1867-8 is $16,U0U. < 

For the city of New York, $7 1,876 were 
raised for sanitary purposes, of which 
$68,000 were expended. Hr. E. Harris, to 
whose invaluable labors in sanitary sci- ' 
cnce tbe whole world is largely indebted, ' 
to whom we owe a knowledge of the facts 
just given, says in his letter to Hr. Penny; 
“The good fortune of Louisville is a mat- 
ter for congratulation. It is uudoubtedly 
destined to be one of the healthiest cities 
in the great valley.” Of this, no one ac 
quaiiited with the powers of sanitary sci- 
ence cun entertain a reasonable doubt. 
I'Le people are the governing power, and 
they are intelligent on the use of produc- 
tive means against avoidable sickness, 
and will see that those means are en 
foretd. 

Cincinnati, under the Ohio law, can 
afse.vs to the amount of one hundred thou- 
faiid dollars for sanitary p-urposes. Hr. 
Clrndenin, Health Officer of Cincinnati, 
in his letter of October '.Hh to Hr. Penny, 
supj.csed that not more than Cf>y thou- 
s.Ti.d dollars would lie needed. 'The re- 
niair.dcr of this assessment is, by law, 
turned over to the city government. 

In Louisville the entire sum appropri- 
ated for sanitary purposes is 8'7,00'i, 
ai.d of this sum we have expended, up to 
this date, §.'i,037, which includes salaries,

'J he working of the Hoard under its 
pirisent organization is an emphatic in- 
d> rsen ent of the wisdom of the General 
Council in ri during the number of mem- 
bers of the Hoard, aud remodeling its or- 
ganization for harmcnio'Js and efficient 

action. 

M e re.=pectfully and earnestly appeal to 
the Council, as a matter of public econ- 
e my, of justice to the people, of wise fore- 
thought for next summer, the continued 
ctr.|>loyment of the four Sanitary Inspect- 
ors during the winter. The most essential 
ot their duties can be p<?rformed during 
the winter, without serious inconvenience 
to neighborhoods. If this work is done 
jiropcrTy, faithfully, and efficiently during 
the winter, there will be scarcely any 
of this disagreeable work that will 
rrquire attention daring the heats of 
summer. Every dollar e.\pended in 
judicious sanitary labor is a great gain to 
the City Treasury, and contributes very 
materially to the public welfare. If every 
citizen becomes intelligent in these mat- 
ters and performs his whole duty in them, 
Louisville may with great certainty under- 
take to make herself the healthiest city of 
- the Great Valley. That city in which 
there is neither an avoidable death nor 
an avoidable case of sickness is the only 
one entitled to claim that she has fully 
performed every sanitary duty. That she 
may truthfully lay claim to this pre emi- 
nenc-e is the earnest prayer of vour entire 
BOARD OF HkALTH.

S. Hricn, of Tennessee, wer- consigned to 
their last resting-place ne:ir Nashville day 
liefcre yesterday, afier the most imposing 
funeial rites by the Odd fcllow.-i and Meth- 
odists. .ludge Hricn was well known in 
this community and State. His friends 
will be glad to preserve this little sketch 
of Lis life, which we find in the Nashville 
Dispatch of jesteidaj : 

Jehn 8milh Hrien was born in .Smith 
county, Tennes.sce, Hect mber 26, l.rt07, 
Bi'd was therefore nearly sixty years old 
at tbe time of his death. He was a suc- 
cessful practiciag lawyer for more than 
thirty years, and was assiduously engaged 
in the practice of his profession until 
within a few days of his death, enjo3'ing 
a full ane lucrative practice. He tilled 
iiiuiiy offices of honor and trust He rep- 
resented Smith county in the House of 
Representatives in 1837, and was a mem- 
ber of the Eegislature from Davidson 
county in l-s66. He was an elector of the 
ticket of General Taylor in 1-1>>, and in 
l8.‘>2 Avas elected hy the General 
Assembly of the State one of tbe 
Chancellors of the State presiding in the 
Nashville district. He was distinguished 
as a Tribune and Commoner, aud cn- 
gpged successfully in most of the political 
contests in Tennessee for twenty-five 
years. He w.as also distinguished for his 
zeal aud energy in whatever he under- 
took. Was a man of r- markable strong 
intellect and of much force of character. 
He was eminently self-reliant, aud rea'lily 
ajiprehendcd the salient points in his (or- 
eiisic efforts and trials before the juries of 
the country. He was genial and much at- 
tached to his Iriends, and bore maliee to- 
ward no one. We will all miss him. for 
hisjirr.sBnce in any circle he entered al- 
ways imparted a geuiul iuliueiicc to every 
one. 

Ifct' We regret to learn that Governor 
TI.emas K. Riamktte has been confined 
to his bed for several day.s, from slight 
inflammation of the lungs nnd general de- 
bility. He is in charge of a most skillful 
physician, and will be out again shortly. 
In the meantime, his son and law-partner. 
Colonel James T. Piramlette, maybe found 
in the office, ready and aide to transact 
all business of the firm.

An Englishmar, who was for a long 
lime held a prii-oner by tbe Abyssinian 
Monarch, gives .be following account of s ' 
personal interview with tbe famous ty- ^ 
rant ; 

After having been kept in durance some 
three wtiks, the Abana one day sum- . 
Dioned me to the Imiieria! presence. He 
seemed much belter tempared than on the 
octasien of my first visit, and l>egan by ■ 
asking if I would ever hare been treated 
in a more clement manner in any other 
country. “Certainly not. your Majesty: 
especially not in England, where tbe in- 
nocent are incarcerated and criminals left 
at treedom and rewarded! I replied, as 
coolly as be bad questioned me. lie seem- , 
ed amused, and after a while said: “That 
I can easily believe, if the British govern- 
ment treats its subjects in the “ame man- 
ner they have acted towaid me! ' 

In answer to this attack, I endeavored 
to look upon all tbe disagreements that 
Lad occurred between him and Great 
Hiitaic as paused by the lamentable ig- 
norance prevailing in England respecting 
the manners and customs of -Abyssinia, 
and begged him to remember that t^ueeii 
Victoria, against whom he seemed to have 
the greatest grudge, was but an insir.iment 
in the Lands of tue Parliament, aud not 
l-osM'ssing tbe pow. r a:id btrvngt'u his 
Majesty did, who had but to command 
and be was obeyed. 

‘ Avoonat, very true,” answered Tlieo- | 
•lore, "but that does not aller the facts, 
except in so far that I uiust hold the 
British I’arliament responsible for the in- 
sults heaped upon me, looking to it for an 
apology and re paration, and not to the 
British (Jiieen. ' 

Thereupon 1 modestly asked what he 
required lor the release of the prisoners, 
lie answered with a great show of dignity , 
and wounded piride: 

“Stern and other mi.«sionarie« have been

I 
kVbat the law has pronouuoed justice | 
must carry out 1 am no rubl.-er, who | 
makes prisoners merely in order to extort | 
a ransom. 1 act in accordance with jus- 
tice." [ 

“Then, your Majesty, I would b^fyou : 
to treat me with the same severiiy as C'on- 
aul Cameron: cast me in chains, aud lac- 
erate my boily with the scourge. He i.s 
not more guilty thaa 1 am. Theodore | 
Ei-emed rather astonished, but I coutinued, i 
saying that not being a spy or missionary — , 
never having given him cause for anger, 1 : 
never for a moment entertained any fear I 
fur my safety whilst in h's dominions, lie 
had the reputation of a great min: 
no truly great man would ever act so I 
tjrannically and ended by advising him to | 
cut ofl' my hands aud feet, and sec if he | 
could then say to his couscii nee, "1 hare 
acted rightly. ' 

“Will you engage in single combat with 
one of my knights, and stake jour life fur 
your liberty?" aiked Theodore when I had 
concluded.
